It coats something to ship horaes, and 
then there is a driver and rublier who 
mnat be i>aid all the time, and altogether 
it is pretty hard to figtjre out how the 
owner of a horse that wins |300 purse# 
is going to make both ends meet in hia 
horse sp(‘culation. Tlie trouble is there 
is so much trotting that the purses must 
necessarily be small at uine-tentlis of 
the places where meetings are given, for 
the simple reason that the atteudancu is 
bonnd to lie uicxlerate and the gate re- 
ceipts corr*‘siK>ndingly light. 

One trouble is that a man with a 2:20 
trotter or 2:15 jiacer will generally keep 
campaigning such an animal at a lom 
rather tliau sell him for road nse at the 
price the market offers. Everylxxly

.never a mt-^-ting, big or small, but that 
some nnfortnnate— more likely half a 
dozen of him— must be as.siste<l by 
friendly hands to reach “the next town," 
where *T’ll liave a pretty good horse and 
get a piece of the puna-."
